r.  Larry  K.  Linker  has  announced  his  retirement,  effective  July  1 ,  2000.  Dr.  Linker  became  president  of 
I  Randolph  Community  College  on  July  1 ,  1 988.  Serving  over  1 0,000  students  a  year  on  two  campuses  and 
other  off-site  locations,  Randolph  Community  College  is  Randolph  County's  primary  agency  for  delivery 
of  job  training,  literacy  and  adult  education. 

Before  being  named  president  of  RCC,  Dr.  Linker  served  in  various  positions  in  both  the  instructional  program  and 
the  administrative  services  areas  of  the  College.  Those  positions  included  agricultural  technology  coordinator, 
assistant  director,  director  of  vocational-technical  programs,  director  of  instruction,  assistant  to  the  president  and 
business  manager,  vice  president  and  business  manager,  and  executive  vice  president  for  administrative  services. 

Dr.  Linker  worked  as  a  vocational  agriculture  teacher  at  Ashe  Central  High  School  in  Jefferson,  N.C.,  from  1957 
to  1963  and  also  served  as  assistant  principal  at  that  school  during  the  1962-63  school  year.  Hejoined  RCC  in  1963. 

Dr.  Linker  was  instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  the  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation  in  1979  and 
has  helped  the  nonprofit  organization,  which  provides  scholarships  and  other  support  to  RCC  students,  grow  to 
assets  of  over  $7.3  million.  He  currently  serves  on  the  Foundation  board  of  directors. 

Bora  and  raised  in  Concord,  N.C.,  Dr.  Linker  earned  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  agricultural  education  from 
North  Carolina  State  University.  He  obtained  his  master  of  arts  degree  in  administration  and  supervision  from 
Appalachian  State  University  and  an  educational  doctorate  in  community  college  administration  from  Nova 
Southeastern  University. 

Since  moving  to  Randolph  County  in  1963,  Dr.  Linker  has  been  active  in  the  community.  He  currently  serves  as 
a  corporate  board  member  of  Randolph  Hospital,  as  an  advisory  board  member  for  the  North  Carolina  A&T  State 
University  School  of  Education,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Randolph  Rotary  Club.

She  is  active  in 
the  campus  community,  creating 
presentations  for  various  campus 
events,  serving  on  the  advisory  group 
for  the  Center  for  Teaching 
Excellence  and  taking  a  leadership 
role  in  planning  the  total

Ann  is  a  member  of  many 
professional  groups,  including  the 
Southeastern  Electron  Microscope

Building  Program 

CC  hopes  to  break  ground  on 
its  new  Emergency  Services 
I  Training  Center  in  2000.  It 
will  be  located  on  a  60-acre  site 
donated  by  Randolph  County  near 
the  county  landfill.  The  facility  will 
include  a  firing  range,  a  driving 
range,  a  fire  training  tower,  a  burn 
building,  a  control  tower,  storage  and 
classroom  areas.  The  project  is  being 
funded  by  the  county  through  the 
Certificate  of  Participation  (COPS) 
Program  and  should  take  only  four  to 
five  months  to  construct. 

The  College  added  three  parking  lots 
to  the  front  of  the  Asheboro  Campus 
during  the  summer  of  1999,  just  in 
time  for  a  record  enrollment  of 
students  in  the  fall.  One  hundred  and 
one  parking  spaces  were  added.

Technology 
Update 

As  part  of  its  commitment  to 
the  newest  technologies, 
RCC  updated  computers  and 
software  and  purchased  equipment 
for  several  program  areas 
during  1999. 

>■  The  Advertising  &  Graphic 
Design  program  purchased  six 
new  Macintosh  G3  computers, 
including  one  with  a  19" 
calibrated  monitor  to  upgrade 
a  scanning  station;  purchased 
a  new  AGFA  scanner  to  establish 
a  second  scanning  station 
for  better  quality  control 
and  to  minimize  production 
bottlenecks;  upgraded  several 
older  computers  to  make 
them  industry-current;  set  up 
several  computers  that  could 
not  be  upgraded  to  form 
a  "cluster  station"  for 
word  processing  and  simple 
documents;  and  purchased 
upgrades  of  PhotoShop  and 
Type  Manager  software. 


>■  Two  open  computer  labs  were 
planned  at  the  end  of  1999  to 
fulfill  student  needs.  A  lab  in  the 
school  library  will  open  early  in 
2000  with  1 6  seats  with  plans  to 
expand  it  to  28  as  soon  as 
possible.  A  smaller  lab,  with  six 
computers,  opened  in  January 
2000  and  is  located  in  the 
Business  Education  Center, 
room  114.  The  labs  contain 
Pentium  computers  running 
Microsoft  Office  and  other 
software  and  are  available 
during  the  College's  operating 
hours  for  students  to  work  on 
papers  and  complete  research  on 
the  Internet. 

►  In  a  giant  step  forward  for 
the  Continuing  Education 
programs,  the  Continuing 
Education  computer  labs  on  the 
Asheboro  and  Archdale 
campuses  were  connected  to  the 
College's  computer  network, 
which  gives  students  access 
to  the  College's  server  and 
the  Internet. 

>-  RCC's  AutoCAD  labs  were 
upgraded  with  a  licensing 
package  from  Autodesk  which 
includes  AutoCAD  2000, 
Architectural  Desktop.  Mechanical 
Desktop  and  3D  Studio  VIZ.  The 
package  ensures  that  the  latest 
software  updates  will  be  available 
to  students  each  year. 

>•  A  power  wheelchair  was 
purchased  for  the  Rehabilitation 
Assistant  students.  The 
wheelchair  allows  students  to 
assume  the  role  of  a  disabled 
person  and  see  first-hand  the 
difficulties  of  use  and  to  look  for 
accessibility  problems.  Associate 
Degree  Nursing  students  also 
use  the  wheelchair  when 
studying  disabilities. 

>  The  Electrical/Electronics 
Technology  program  purchased 
two  Allen  Bradley  SLC-500 
PLCs  (programmable  logic 
controllers)  and  10  Allen  Bradley 
"brick  style"  Micro  Logix  PLCs, 
which  are  used  to  control 
machine  functions.  The  addition 
will  allow  students  to  gain  hands- 
on  experience  using  PLCs.

>  In  the  Machining  Technology  lab, 
RCC  has  added  a  new  vertical 
milling  machine  (to  handle 
increased  enrollment),  a  metal 
turning  lathe  and  a  surface 
grinder.  A  small  tabletop  CNC 
milling  machine  is  being 
purchased  to  aid  in  student 
recruitment;  the  machine  will  be 
taken  out  to  high  schools  to  show 
students  the  milling  process  from 
computer  design  through  the 
manufacture  of  the  part.  Also 
planned  is  the  purchase  of  two 
more  computer  simulators  (for 
a  total  of  eight)  for  the  CNC 
Turning  Center. 

>•  Two  computer  labs  for  the 
Business  Technology  programs 
(located  in  Business  Education 
Center  rooms  113  and  117)  were 
rebuilt  and  furnished  with  newer 
computers  and  furniture.

This 
feedback  would  in  turn  help  the 
administration  make  good 
decisions  for  improvement  in  the 
specific  targeted  areas. 

>-  Replenish  the  General 
Scholarship  Fund — This  fund 
is  the  only  institutional  financial 
aid  fund  that  can  be  used 
instantaneously  and  does  not 
have  to  be  repaid  by  the  student. 
There  had  been  no  donations  to 
this  fund  since  1997,  and  the 
unexpended  balance  was 
$12.44.  Many  students  were 
turned  away  because  they  knew 
they  could  not  repay  other  loans 
provided  by  the  College. 
Therefore,  the  replenishment 
of  this  fund  allows  the 
financial  aid  officer  to  grant  the 
money  to  those  students  who 
may  have  emergencies  or 
unusual  circumstances. 

>-     Teacher     Awareness — RCC 

faculty  and  staff  travel  to  the  area 
high  schools  and  meet  with 
teachers  to  inform  them  of  the 
current  programs,  Huskins/ 
Concurrent  Enrollment,  success 
stories,  college  transfer 
opportunities,  and  much  more 
regarding  the  College.  Most  high 
school  students  relate  with  their 
teachers  and  seek  advice  about 
continuing  their  education  after 
high  school.  With  the  teachers 
knowing  about  the  College,  they 
in  turn  can  advise  a  student 
toward  making  a  wise  choice 
when  seeking  further  education. 
This  event  usually  takes  the  form 
of  a  breakfast  or  afternoon 
dessert  social. 


>-  Learning  Community  for 
Former  Employees  of 
Household  Products — This 
grant  was  to  provide  academic 
support  to  the  large  number  of 
former  employees  of  Household 
Products  (Black  &  Decker)  who 
were  enrolling  in  the  College. 
These  students  were 

experiencing  frustration  and 
confusion  over  planning  their 
academic  programs  in 
accordance  with  the  restrictions 
placed  on  their  educational 
funding.  The  grant  supports  one 
coordinator  of  the  program  and 
an  activity  budget.  This  person 
will  provide  classes  on  study 
skills,  budget  management, 
stress  management  and  related 
issues,  plus  provide  counseling, 
intervention  with  public  service 
agencies,  and  academic  advising 
to  this  group. 

Other  Projects  Funded 

>     High   School   Achievement 

Scholarships — One  student  from 
each  of  the  public  high  schools 
in  Randolph  County  earned 
assistance  based  on  superior 
academic  achievement. 

>•     Scholarship        Luncheon — 

Scholarship  donors  and  recipients 
were  honored  at  this  annual  event. 


>     Employee  Appreciation 

Breakfast — Funding  was 
continued  to  cover  this  annual 
event  honoring  RCC's  full-time 
and  permanent  part-time  faculty 
and  staff.  The  event  served  as  an 
effective  kickoff  to  the  1999-2000 
academic  year. 

>•     Foundation  Scholarships — One 

hundred  and  forty-seven 
students  received  financial 
assistance  to  help  pay  for  tuition 
and  fees. 

>•  Foundation  Follies — A  friend- 
raising  event  was  held  in  the  fall 
of  1999  to  introduce  the 
Foundation  to  the  community  and 
offer  a  better  understanding  of  its 
purpose  in  the  College  spectrum. 
Variety  acts  ranged  from  toe- 
tapping  dancing  to  gospel  singing, 
specialty  magic  to  ventriloquism, 
soothing  sounds  of  jazz  music  to 
sweet  ice  cream  treats.  The 
evening  concluded  with  a  play 
starring  RCC  students  and 
talented  community  folks  who 
were  eager  to  share  the  message 
about  the  Foundation.
